There is stationed off the island of 
Isla.v. on the west coast of Scotland, 
at the o tte r rock an interesting light 
ship. 
It is unmanned, yet it can I" 
relied <m to display the w arning light 
to guide the m ariner on this dnngerou- 
coast. 
It is a very Ingeniously con 
stria ted vessel and the only one of it' 
kind 
In its ►wo steel tanks sudicioni 
gas can he stonai to supply the vesviU 
for several months. 
Experim ents In, v, 
shown that tin* light may he depend'd 
upon to burn continuously for month- 
at n time. 
The approxim ate duratici* 
<»f the light can alw ays he predeter 
mined, and there is no danger what 
ever of the light being extinguished by 
wind or spray. 
The light is visible at 
a distance of freni eight to tw elve 
miles. 
The lightship also has a bell, 
vvhieh is made to ring autom atically 
by means of an ingenious device tha; 
utilizes tin* gas as it passes from the 
tanks to the lantern to work the bell 
dapper.
